Rejoice for Joy 


JAMES DILLET FREEMAN 


E MIGHT all be more truly religious if 
\ \ like David we sometimes danced be- 
fore the Lord and sang Him happy 


songs. 

Often we think of God as love or intelligence 
or power or life. But how rarely we think of God 
as joy! Yet, think what the world would be like 
without joy in it. It is only the joy of love that 
makes us want to be loving and the joy in intelli- 
gence that makes us want to know. It is the joy of 
power that gives us the will to do and the joy in 
life that gives us the will to live. 

Most of the time religion is a solemn affair, 
and we think of God as immutable law and im- 
placable law-giver, awesome and absolute. God 
is infinite, and the infinite includes the joyous as- 
pects of being. 

God is not a god of sorrows. He is the joyous 
One. It is a kind of blasphemy to think of God 
as sorrowful. God is the very Spirit of joy, pour: 
ing forth joyousness. The world was formed out 
of joy. God’s joy overflowed, and the world was 
formed out of its overflowing. 

Sadness could never have conceived life. Life, 
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this everlasting bubbling up, this never-ceasing 
springing forth, this prodigality of creatures, this 
fantastic exuberance of shapes and forms, this ex- 
cess of inventions and surprises, could be only the 
product of a Spirit of joy. At the heart of things, 
there is a flame, a dancing flame, a singing flame, 
a soaring flame, and at it we can warm our hearts. 

There is sadness and trouble. But underneath 
the trouble, working through all, there is the urge 
toward joy! It is this that gives even the trouble 
meaning. It is because we sense the joy which 
might be that we are so troubled. Sorrow is our 
sense of dissatisfaction with things as they ap- 
pear. We are dissatisfied because we sense that 
they might be otherwise. 

Some men have taught the denial of joy. They 
have felt that life is so full of suffering that the 
course of wisdom is to shut out all feeling. Or 
they have taught that God wills suffering, that by 
suffering here men earn heaven hereafter. 

But man’s spirit turns as naturally to joy as a 
root to water or a leaf to light. If we are not joy- 
ful, we feel instinctively that something is wrong. 
Joy is not only right for our own sake, we owe it 
to others, we owe it to God. 

Life is the good work of a good God, a God 
who meant man for good, who meant life for 
good, who meant the world for good. God does 
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not require that every joy be paid for by a sorrow. 
What kind of a God would dole out His joy at 
such a rate? 

Joy does not come out of sorrow, or sorrow out 
of joy. Does hate come out of love or ignorance 
out of knowledge? Joy comes out of a joyful 
spirit, as water out of a spring. 

Because we are part of life, we have the ex- 
periences that are part of life. Some of these are 
easy, some of them hard. But the easy experiences 
we can meet rejoicing, and the hard we can meet 
triumphant. For it is the nature of this dreamer 
and builder, man, as God’s son, that he need not 
accept things as they are but can change them into 
something better. And this he is constantly striv- 
ing to do: to turn the wilderness into a garden, 
to make the desert bloom, to build dikes against 
the sea, to change poverty into riches, sickness 
into health, war into peace, death into life; to 
remake himself and the world nearer to the heart's 
desire, the heart of love whose infinite compas- 
sion encompasses all things. 

This is the great condition of man’s being: that 
he need not settle for pain, for poverty, for limita- 
tion, for death! He may settle for them but he 
does not have to. And always, here and there, the 
true heroes of the race are refusing to settle for 
them, illumining some area of ignorance, making 
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poverty retreat another step, forcing sickness to 
give up its domain, rolling death a little farther 
back, making chaos yield to order, making the les- 
ser change for the greater, making the old give 
way to the new, winning the victory for man, for 
life, for joy, for God! 

We are alive, the children of life. We have 
hands and a heart and the power of thought! We 
are not molded by things, things are molded by us. 
The stuff of the universe is ours to grasp and 
shape and change. 

Man’s advances are not paid for by retreats. As 
with a mountain climber, the highest point he 
reaches becomes the base camp from which he 
starts his next attempt until at last he scales the 
peak. This is the whole history of man, the whole 
story of life. 

It is not when life asks least of us that we get 
the most from living, but when life asks most of 
us, when life makes the greatest demands on us. 
Man is nearer akin to the tree that grapples at 
timberline with rocks and winds and sun and 
frost than to the hothouse orchid. 

Life is joyous. It may not be easy, it may be 
hard in the sense that writing a poem or building 
a house or running a four-minute mile is hard. 

Comfort may be joy but joy is also discomfort. 
The runner in the race, his breath like a flame, may 
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be at the full stride of joy. The men who climbed 
Mt. Everest, hungry, weary, panting, frozen—were 
they not at the peak of joy? After that summit 
what will not look like plains—unless they dis- 
cover the Himalayas of the heart and mind that 
rise infinitely higher and are harder yet to climb? 

The gardener, spading, tilling, planting, weed- 
ing, watering, tending, wrestling with reluctant 
soil, has found joy. 

The composer, working for weeks on a single 
passage of his symphony, giving up food, com- 
panionship, sleep, has found joy. 

For joy comes from being what we were born 
to be. This is the whole secret of joy: being that 
which we were born to be, doing that which we 
were made to do. 

We can be happy or unhappy with or without 
things. There is no assurance of joy in gaining 
things or in giving them up. A banker may be 
happy or unhappy. So may a monk. Not what 
we have, but what we are—this is the measure of 
our happiness. To be less than what we might 
have been is to fall short of the joy we might have 
had. There is no goal worth stopping at except 
the goal of the whole man. The whole man is 
three-fold, body, mind, and spirit. 

In the course of life we may experience pain, 
but that does not mean that the good will of God 
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or the good way of life is pain. We are like chil- 
dren learning to play a musical instrument. We 
are learning to play the song of life. Now we 
may stumble over hard passages, but the song the 
Composer has written is a joyous, beautiful, a 
triumphant song. It is not an easy song, but it is 
a beautiful song. It is the song of the sons of God! 
And this is the true art of living: to hear the song 
God has written even when we cannot play the 
notes. 

Some men feel that joy is shallow. But if there 
be a bliss of ignorance, there is a bliss of compre- 
hension, too, a deep joy given only to those who 
see deeply into the meaning of things, so deeply 
that they reach the eternal truth at the core of the 
changing facts and see that nothing is meaning- 
less, and that the meaning is good. 

Joy is an achievement, not a gift but earned. 
Joy shows the mettle of the mind. The joyful ones 
are usually not those who have had little to 
meet, but those who have met much. 

Joy is the sign not of shallow thinking, but of 
a deep faith. Anyone can give way to despair, but 
only those who have faith in life and love for life 
keep going when the way grows hard. Not those 
who resign themselves to sadness but those who 
keep faith in the good and continue to expect the 
good in the face of what looks like certain failure 
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and defeat, are those who win to joy—for them- 
selves and for mankind. The small boy whistling 
in the dark and keeping on his way is a symbol 
of the whole human race. 

The spirit to whistle when we do not feel like 
whistling, the heart to sing when we do not feel 
like a song, the faith to affirm the goodness of 
God when we see no facts to justify our affirma- 
tion—from these has the greatness of man sprung, 
with these have the victories of life been won. 

It is not the dour and downhearted who are best 
able to bear pain if it comes, but the happy- 
hearted. These make the best of pain as they 
make the most of pleasure. 

A happy heart may not assure you that you 
will have nothing to meet, but it does assure you 
of a happy heart with which to meet it. And a 
happy heart will bear time’s strains, as a dancing 
spring of steel will bear strains that will break 
the stoutest rod. 

You can have the habit of a happy heart. 

Happiness is a habit, as unhappiness is a habit. 

Would you be joyous? Assume the posture of 
joy. 

Assume the posture of sorrow, and soon you 
begin to feel sorrowful. Act joyful, and you begin 
to feel that all is well. Sorrow is a recumbent 
figure, immobile and supine. But joy will not lie 
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still. Joy is dancing thoughts. Joy stands tiptoe at 
the top of the heart. Joy bounds for joyousness. 
Joy rushes to meet the object of its joy. Joy is ac- 
tion. 

Would you be joyous? Be active. Put all you are 
into all you do. Live with the whole of you. Is 
the moment a great victory that you have dreamed 
of and labored for? Savor it. Is the moment a bit 
of passing sweet ? Savor it no less. 

If you give little of yourself, you will get little 
joy. The vessel you hold up to life, life fills. Hold 
up half a cup, and you will receive half a portion. 

And how more can you give yourself to life 
than by love? To love is to live with the whole of 
you, for to love is to give yourself to what you 
love. 

He who gave Himself to all said, “Love!” 

Life is a river. Try to grasp it in your fingers, 
and it spurts through your fingers. Try to dam 
it up, and it overflows your dam. But give your- 
self to life, as a waterwheel gives itself to the 
river, and you will find that life and the joy of 
life give themselves to you. 

Surely the highest joy is this: to do not your 
will but the will of the Lord of your being, taking 
from life what there is to take, giving to life what 
you have to give, doing what you have power to 
do, being what you were meant to be, not a little, 
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lonely, frightened, separate, aching self but used 
by the joyous One for the joyousness of all. To do 
this is to find joy in all seasons and circumstances, 
in the giving and the receiving, in the withhold- 
ing and the pouring forth. To do this is to live 
each moment to the fullness of joy, yet to have 


forever; to be part of the infinite, yet to bring the 
self to a joyous flowering!
